GIRLS AND BOYS PLUNGE THROUGH ICE 


Jefferson Park. Pond Is the Scene of 
Halt a Hundred Narrow 
Escapes. 


Nellie McWilliams and Mary Smith went 
through the ice on the pond in Jefferson 
Park yesterday and narrowly escaped 
drowning. Later half a hundred others had 
a similar experience. 

Charies Putnam, No. 453 Jackson boule- 
vard, who was standing on the bank at the 
time of the accident to the two girls, ran 
to the spot; and, jumping into, the water, 
pulled the girls out from under the ice and 
with the help of the other pkaters got them 
safely to the shore. 

The little McWilliams girl lives at No. 
479 Van Buren street and the other is a 
neighbor. They went to the pond, and) in 
spite of the warnings of Policeman Jamei- 
son, the solitary guardian of the lake, put 
on their skates and joined the merry crowd 
gliding over the thin ice. 

After skating on the safer ice on the west 
side of the pond they struck out toward the 
stone bridge, where a number of the skaters 
had discovered the ice would pulse up and 
down, affording a new sensation. As the 
two girls neared the bridge the thin ice 
gave way and the giris plunged into the 
water and their exciting rescue followed. 

In spite of the experience of the two girls 
the other skaters refused to leave the lake 
and Policeman Jameison and kind hearted 
spectators on the banks were kept busy the 
rest of the day in fishing too venturesome 
youths and maidens out of the chilling 
water. The ice was thin in almost every 
part of the pond, but no danger signals had 
been put up by the West Park Commission- 
ers, nor had any effort been made by them 
to keep children off the lake. 

So all the afternoon the merry sport went 
on. There was a crash and a splash from 
some corner of the pond every few minutes, 
and then as the skater gave wild screams 
for help Policeman Jameison and his life 
saving corps would away to the rescue. The 
lake is not over three or four feet deep in 
any place, and, with the exception of the 
two little girls who made the first dive to 
the bottom of the pond, there were no nar- 
row escapes. 

The crowd on the shore began to enjoy the 
spectacle ef seeing some one going through 
the ice, and every time one of the ekaters 
splashed into the water he would be the re- 
cipient of loud and prolonged cheering. 

Altogether, over fifty skaters went 
through the ice before night finally ended 
the sport. Policeman Jameison went to the 
rescue until he almost had nervous prostra-

When the fight started people from the 
halls of the neighborhood, especially the 
Thalia Theater, Eighteenth street and All- 
port avenue, and Tauchman’s Hall, Eight- 
eenth street and Center avenue, were just 
leaving the halls after the theatrical enter- 
tainments held there. Several men were 
struggling in the street and on the side- 
walk, stopping all passage. Stones were 
thrown, the victims of which were mostly 
the folk who were passing. 

The people from Tauchman’s Hall, seeing 
the fight and hearing the shots, ran back 
and crowded the doorway and stairs leading 
to the hall, the women crying and screaming 
in fear, the men going to the scene only to 
fall back after witnessing the fight from a 
safe distance and seeing the fate of those 
who dared to venture nearer. 

Business-men who had their stores open 
in the meighborhood rushed out with clubs 
and attacked the fighting parties. These 
then drew revolvers and knives. The peo- 
ple finally gained courage and rushed upon 
the fighting roughs, headed by a private 
watchman. of the neighborhood. The 
rowdies fie? down the alley, leaving hehind 
them traces of their presence upon the 
heads and hands of the pursuing parties. 

After the fight was nearly over the police 


appeared on the scene and arrested three

Sex Against Sex will be the title of a 
comedy soon to be produced in this city: It 
will be staged in the Council Chamber, have 
at least two Aldermen in the joint title 
role, and will doubtless be played to crowded 
houses.

North Side Members, with One Excep- 
tion, Break Away from the Machine 
Candidate—Othe#s Also Desert Him 
—Country Members Feel the Pres- 
sure eof Their People—Neediles 
Changes Over to Mason—Warned 
He Will Be Retired.

Strong Pressure in the Country. 

The result was many of them camé back 
here tonight switched from their former 
leaning toward the Madden camp. Some 
of them will never vote for him at all how, 
others may, but it will require much greater 
inducements and the bargains they drive 
in return for their votes will be much harder 
ones. , 

According to the. best reports, the Repub- 
lican voters of the State of Illinois in several 
of the close districts read the riot act plain- 
ly to their Representatives. They told them 
that the tactics the machine was employ- 
ing to keep the Cook County members in 
line for Madden was a game two could play 
at, and if these members wanted to be re- 
ncminated and re@lected, they would have 
to keep out of the Madden conspiracy.

1 frame of mind where his feelings will get 


the better of his judgment and induce him, 
through prejudice sand perhaps passion, to 
jump into the fight and take his coat nif in 
Madden’s behalf. 

Should he continue, however, in his pres- 
ent frame of mind and refuse point-blank 
to honor any of the drafts the Madden peo- 
ple are constantly making on bis admin- 
istration, then it is difficult to see how Mad- 
den will get more than a corporal’s guard 
of votes outside of Cook County. The limit 
now allowed him is twelve, and it is doubt- 
ful if he could get that many without Tan- 
ner’s active assistance. Should, however, 
Tanner go into the ring, as he did in the 
Speakership fight, Madden, of course, would 
pull through. It would be a heavy load. 
however, at that, and take a lot more lifting 
than the Speakership matter required. 


Hope for Two Senatorships. 


Madden and his friends today tried to 
extract some hope out of the chance of 
Senator Cullom going into the Cabinet, 
which, leaving another vacancy to be filled, 
would afford a possible chance to trade tor 
whatever vote the candidate aspiring to his 
succession might accumulate in Central and 
Southern IIIinols. This, however, had too 
many contingencies attached .to it to be 
valuable at this juncture. In the first place 
it is not certain Senator Cullom will be 
offered any position in the Cabinet, although 
the best information here is that he will. 
In the second place, it is not certain he 
would accept, although it is rather taken 
for granted he would. The fatal roten, 
however, is that it is a matter for e future 
and will not be decided until after the Sen- 
atorial caucus here has been held. 

But out of this matter grows an attempt 
started today to postpone the Senatorial 
caucus or hold it on some other day than 
next Thursday. There has been a tacit un- 
derstanding but no formal agreement among 
the candidates that Thursday should be the 
date fixed, This understanding grew out of 
the fact that the Legislature must ballo‘ for 
United States Senator a week from Tues- 
day, and Thursday was picked on as a con- 
venient date. It is not necessary, however, 
the caucus should be held before the date 
on which the first ballot is had, but such is 
generally the rule. 

May Change Date of Caucus. 


One proposition made to the Madden peo- 
ple today was the caucus be postponed until 
after the Cullom business is settled for good 
and all, and ft was for a time considered, but 
when the machine found how it was being 
assailed by the Republicans of the State and 
how their appeals to their Representatives 
were Camaging Madden’s cause, they took 
another tack, and this afternoon declared in 
favor of holding the caucus on Wednesday 
next, or even earlier, if possible. 

The date of the caucus is usually deter- 
mined by an agreement among the candi- 
dates, but it lies in the power of the machine 
to fix the date frrespective of the wishes of 
Mesars.

From a lecture recently delivered at the

transaction are set forth by Fernando A. 
Yznaga in the current number of the Forum, 
while the objection that the dignity - of 
the honor of Spain would not permit her to 
consider such a proposal was disposed of 
nearly forty years. ago in the United States 
Senate by the Hon. J. P. Benjamin in a 
speech appended to the report of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations approvng 
the Cameron resolution. 

Mr. Fernando Yznaga, who speaks as an 
expert in the sense that he is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the economical and social con- 
ditions of the island, is convinced that a 
return of order and prosperity to Cuba can 
be secured only by annexation to the United 
States, He points out, on the other hand, 
that could Cuba be purchased, the advan- 
tages to this country would be enormous. 
A vast fleld for American enterprise and 
capital would be opened: the island would 
produce net only all the sugar we consume, 
but in a few years all the coffee. The cession 
of Cuba, in a word, would remove the 
‘balance of trade against us incurred by the 
purchase of the two staples named, because 
it would open a market for at least $100,000, - 
000 worth of our products.

As to the difficulty of governing the island, 
Mr. Yznaga points out that we governed/the 
Louisiana territory at a time when, propor- 
tlonately to our ‘population, its inhabitants 
were more numerous than the Cubans are to- 
day, and when, moreover, to reach New Or- 
Jeans, either by way of the gulf or by way 
of the Mississippi, required far more time 
than is needed to reach Cuba now. We 
add that we were able to govern California 
at a time when we could gain access to it 
only by the Isthmus of Panama or by the 
longer route around Cape Horn; and that we 
are governing Alaska at this hour, although 
our intercourse with that outlying territory 
takes place exclusively by sea. 

But we are told Spanish pride and the 
“Castilian pundonor would not permit a sale 
ot the island, and an offer on our part to 
purchase it would be resented as an insult. 
his objection was made in 1859, when such 
a transaction as mooted by the Buch- 
anan administration, and it was decisively 
refuted by Senator Benjamin of Louisiana, 
who, after the fall of the Confederacy, 
rose to eminence at the English bar. Why 
would it be, he asks, an offense to the dignity 
of Spain to make an offer of purchase? Of 
all her former possessions on this continent, 
she retains only the islands of Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, yet of all that she has lost every- 
thing has béen torn from her by violence, 
with the exception of Florida, that was 
bought by the Urited States, and of 
Louisiana, that was bought by France. 

If, argued Senator Benjamin, it was no 
offense for France to purchase Louisiana, 
and no offense for the United States to pur- 
chase Florida, it is a little too late to say 
that it is an offefise to Spain's dignity for 
us to propose the purchase of Cuba. ‘I 
cannot understand,“ he continued, the 
dignity and sense of honor of a country that 
sells to the people of Great Britain for a 
sum of money an agreement to abandon the 
slave trade, and under that treaty gives to 
Great Britain power to hold courts in her 
own territory, judging her own subjects, and 
then turns upon us, and on the bare indica- 
tion of a desire to purchase, tells us that she 
considers herself insulted by the proposi- 
tion.“ Mr. Benjamin added that this very 
insult was offered to her dignity by Great 
Britain in relation to this same island a 
good many years ago—namely: in 1823—yet 
nobody had ever heard of her being insulted 
by the offer. 

Mr. Benjamin's concluston was that the 
President should 2828 the purchase ot the 
island of Cuba fro the vernment of 
Spain. It that proposal were refused on the 
ground that Spanish pride or Spanish in- 
dignity was involved to such an extent as 
to make it impossible to do with Cuba what 
was done with Florida, he would then have 
the President say to Spain: If you will 
not cede the island to us, grant independence 
to your subjects there, and we will pay you 
a reasonable equivalent for the renuncia- 
tion of your revenues, and make settlement 
hereafter with the people of Cuba for our 
advances.—- New York Sun.

Gen. Weyler more than once referred to 
the fact that Cleveland and Olney were 
doing full justice to Spain.

When I left the island the other 
day it was the plan of the Marquis to start 
ter Madrid on Jan. 10 to demand the recall of 
Gen. Weyler and Minister de Lome. He ts 
very much dissatisfied with Weyler’s man- 
agement of the war; says that Weyler is not 
trying to put down the insurrection, and that 
De Lome is of no Spanish use at Washington. 


Three Parties in Cuba. 


The Marquis Apezteguia is the head of 
what is known as the Constitutional or abso- 
lutely loyal Spanish party in Cuba. There 
are three parties there. First, are the Con- 
stitutionalists, who are the Tories of Cuba, 
and blindly loyal to Spain. They want the 
old Spanish conditions restored and the in- 
surrectionists wiped out and burned out, 
root and branch. Then there is the Autono- 
mist party. They are loyal to the —— 
flag, but they want home rule and self-gov- 
ernment on the Canadian plan. Of this party 
Sefior Montero, one of the most elevated 
characters, ablest lawyers, and greatest or- 
ators in the island, is the head. Third and 
last, there are the Separatists. These are 
the insurrectionists, and they are generally 
in rebellion. 

The Marquis Apezteguisa is one of thé 
richest men in the island, and is the owner 
of the Constancia sugar estate. Hence is 
interested in a speedy conclusion of the 
war, His manager is now grinding cane, 
and expects to make 225,000 sacks of sugar, 
and says that he is not molested by the in- 
surgents—the reasom for his security, per- 
haps, being that the estate maintains a gar- 
rison of frém 1,000 to 1,200 Spanish soldiers, 
for whom the Marquis is said to pay $20,000 
a month to the Spanish authorities at Ha- 
vana. 

Some Pay Both Sides. 

I was reliably informed that other estates 
have not only paid for Spanish garrison, but 

ave also placated the insurgents by produc- 

ng arms, ammunition, and money when 
called upon. I suppose that the Constancia 
estate affairs will be interesting to America, 
as I was informed it is heavily indebted to 
PhiladelpMa merchants and money lenders. 

Sefior Montoro, whom I mentioned as the 
head of the Autonomist party, is considered 
by everybody to be a man of pure character. 
It is upon Montoro that our State Depart- 
ment chiefly relies for information at this 
time. Barly in the struggle the Autonomists 
insisted that Montoro should go to Madrid 
at the head of a delegation to insist upon 
autonomy. He had been often to Spain asa 
Cuban member of the Spanish Cortes - and 
was known to have great influence with 
Spain. But Montoro would not probably 
because he did not believe the mission would 
have success. As a consequence, however, 
the autonomists have now in the main gone 
over to the insurgents. Montoro and a few 
of its leaders are all that is left of the Au- 
tonomist party. It is now Spanish rule or 
absolute independence. 


HOW THREE FRIENDS CARGO WAS SAVED 


Story of the Landing on a Deserted 
Florida Key and the Rescue 
by the Dauntless. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

On Board the Steamer Dauntless, Coast of 
Yucatan, Jan. 2.—(Copyrighted, 1897, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. Now that the Dauntless Is fairly at 
sea and all danger from American revenue 
cuttérs and cruisers is past, I may tell with- 
out breach of confidence how the Dauntless 
got the Three Friends’ expedition from a 
deserted Florida key and slipped away. 

After the Three Friends’ fight with Spanish 
warships off the coast of C&ba near the 
mouth of the San Juan River on the night, 
of Dec. the Three Friends returned to 
Key West by a roundabout course. Before 
reaching ‘there it had landed the expedition 
on Bahia) Honda (or No Name Key), fifty 
miles from Key West. The greater part of 
the war material was lugged on the backs of 
the men through the morass, which almost 
covered the key. 

When we had our “ shack in pretty good 
shape and plenty of wood cut for the night 
we worried about the numerous scorpions 
and spiders visible. There were also an oc- 
casional gray centipede and a few small 
snakes, to say nothing of battalions of mos- 
quitoes.. Still more serious was the question 
of food and water. The supply was very 
short, and the commander said he dared not 
send to Key West for anything because the 
government would find out where we were 
and seize the whole party. Several went 
without food for the first twenty-four hours 
and then there were loud murmurings. 

A delegation went to the commander and 
said that if food was not forthcoming there 
would be trouble. The commander then ad- 
mitted that he had sent a man by the steam- 
er to. bring a small sehooner load ot pro- 
visions back. This announcement caused 
great joy, and those who had hidden away 
meat or beans divided with their comrades. 

The only water on the island lay in yellow-

MANY ATROCITIES ARE PERPETRATED. 


Horrible Murders Being Committed 
Daily by the Spanish Sol- 
diers in Cuba. 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—Al- 
most incredible stories of atrocities being 
perpetrated by the Spaniards in Cuba reach 
this city by every steamer. According to a 
man who came over on the Olivette from 
Havana last night, Col. Fondesviela is re- 
sponsible for the latest atrocity. Col. Fon- 
desviela was some time ago made command- 
ant of Guanabacoa, which is just across the 
bay from Havana, and which has been fre- 
quently raided by insurgents. Col. Fondes- 
viela, on assuming command, began a series 
of outrages against the Cuban inhabitants. 
He first had shot sixteen young boys who 
were found outside the Spanish lines and who 
Col. Fondesviela pretended were trying to 
join the insurgents. But the bloodiest crim¢ 
of all was perpetrated Thursday night when 
the Spanish soldiers; at Col. Fondesviela’s 
command, rushed into the streets of the 
town shouting that the insurgents were 
coming. The inhabitants, alarmed by the 
ery, rushed out of their homes and as they 
emerged they were shot down by the Span- 
dards. Thirty men, women, and children 
were killed and their corpses left in the 
streets. One giri, who fied in her night 
clothes, prayed for mercy, but she was 
butchered by. a Spanish soldier. 

It is significant that none of the Spanish 
inhabitants rushed from their homes, show- 
ing that they had been warned by Col. 
Fondesviela of the trap laid for the Cubans. 

Friday it is stated, the Bishop of Havana 
went to Guanabacoa to prevent further 
butcheries if possible. He found the corpses 
still in the streets, but, at the Bishop’s re- 
quest, Fondesviela allowed the victims to be 
interred. It is also stated in Havana that 
as soon as Consul-General Lee heard of the 
butchery he protested to Capt.-Gen. Weyler, 
warning him that such atrocities would in- 
flame the people of the United States against 
Spain. 

This man says the details, horrible as they 
are, can be proven by unquestioned testi 
mony, not from Cuban but from Ameri- 
can witnesses, who have seen the outrages 
here mentioned. 


APEZTEGUIA EMBARKS FROM HAVANA. 


Vast Crowds Cheer for Him and Gen. 
Weyler as the Steamer Leaves 
the Wharf. 


Havana, Jan. 10.—There was a notable 
demonstration of sympathy for the Marquis 
of Apezteguia today on the occasion of his 
departure for Spain on the steamer San 
Augustin. Captain-General Weyler made 
his way to and from the wharf on foot. 
Upon the arrival of Gen. Weyler at the 
wharf the band played the royal march and 
the crowds cheered for Spain) for Gen, Wey- 
ler, and for the Marquis of Apezteguia. The 
Military Governor, Gens. Ahumada, Arolas, 
and Prats, the Generals of artillery and of 
the engineers, the government secretary, 
the Marquis Palmerola, and Gov.

During the last few days officers and at- 
tachés at the army headquarters in the 
Pullman Building have been amused by the 
most recent edict of Lord Wolseley, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the British army, in 
which the head of the Queen’s military 
forces solemnly lectures certain young offi- 
cers for wearing their upper lips clean- 
shaven, contrary to the Queen's regula- 
tions anent the wearing of mustaches. 

When a copy of the regulations which 
harass the souls of British soldiers falls 
into the hands of a member of the Ameri- 
can army smiles are likely to ensue. 

an American soldier,“ said a clerk in 
the Adjutant-General’s office yesterday, 
may wear hair over all his face, or 
any part of his face, or no part of 
his face, just as he pleases. The only 
regulation touching this point requires 
company commanders to see that their men 
keep both hair and beard neatly trimmed. 
The purpose of this rule is to prevent the 
wearing of shaggy beards or long hair that 
would obscure the outlines of the head, with 
the object of preserving a certain uniformi- 
ty of appearance when men are in line or 
on parade. The head of the soldier, espe- 
cially when wearing the forage cap, is a 
conspicuous part of his makeup, and an 
occasional shock of long hair would present 
an unseemly appearance. 

While there are no restrictions concern- 
ing this point in the army, there are cer- 
tain conventions that are generally ob- 
served,.. Privates and non-commissioned 
officers generally wear mustaches and no 
other facial adornment. The higher offi- 
cers, if they choose to wear a beard, gener- 
ally confine themselves to a Napoleon, a 
small goatee, or. close trimmed side whis- 
kers. A full beard in the army is a great 
rarity.“

Highland Park is excited over the threat- 
ened invasion of its main thoroughfares by 
the inexorable trolley car, and citizens are 
organizing against the surrender of any 
valuable franchises without adequate pro- 
tection of public interests. Bills were post- 
ed all over Highland Park on Saturday 


rectors of the Bluff City Electric Street rail- 
way company of Waukegan that the High- 
land Park Town Council would be asked at 
its adjourned meeting on Jan. 10 to grant 
a franchise for a trolley line to run through 
the principal streets north and south and 
| for a feeding line by means of which it is 
proposed to tap other territory. 

It was supposed that the North Shore 
road, running from Chicago to Evanston, 
would eventually desire to extend its Unes 
northward. The granting of a franchise to 
the Waukegan people by the Highland Park 
Council, it is pointed out, would effectively 
shut off the éxtension of the Louderback- 
Yerkes road unless there should be a trans- 
fer of the franchise. Two members of the 
City Council—C. G. Phillips and W. J. Obee 
—as well as citizens, apprehending the lat- 
ter contingency, have already begun to fight 
the granting of the franchise unless a no- 
sale stipulation is made, backed by another 
touching on street lighting, cleaning; and 
repairing by the beneficiaries, and yet an- 
other which shall secure the running of cars 
within a certain short time. 

A representative of the Highland Park 
citizens came to Chicago yesterday to see 
Mr. Louderback, who said the people seek- 
ing the franchise were all right,’’ and 
would do as they agreed. | : 

A few weeks ago a statement was pub- 
lished in Tun TRIBUNE to the’ effect that a 
franchise might be asked for an electric’ 
road through Highland Park. A route had 
been mapped out by Frank P. Hawkins at 
the request, it was said, of Mr. Louder- 
back. Mr, Louderback, it was reported, 
said at the time that he had never heard 
such u project mentioned and knew abso- 


anston. 

The streets and highways asked for by 
the Waukegan people for their route in 
Highland Park are almost identical with 
those on which Mr. Hawkins secured front- 
age consents for the Chicago projectors. 

The Highland Park City -Council meets 
only once a month. The January meeting 
was held on last Tuesday night. The meet- 
ing was only partly over, when Ald, J. C. 
Cushman rose and asked that the meeting 
adjourn till Jan, 19. This action was taken, 
and the next morning when one of the Al- 
dermen expressed surprise at the adjourn- 
ment he was given an intimation that on 
that night the railroad franchise was to be 
asked for, and his curtosity was satisfied. 

The men asking the ordinance for the 


| electric line are J. F. Powell, G. B. Watrous, 


B. A. Dunn, C. A. Murray, R. J. Douglas, 
C. E. Loss, and S. D. Talcott. They are the 
same people who asked for a franchise for 
a road through the Village of Lake Bluff 
a few weeks ago and secured it from the 
Village Board of Trustees upon condition: 
that they would have the line in operation 
as far as the principal hotel in town by, May 
1 next. 

The same men had already secured per- 
mission from the Lake County Board to 
extend the Waukegan .electric road, al- 
ready in operation, southward to the limits 
of Lake Bluff, where thé authority of the 
Village Trustees begins. It is said that 
authority to run the road through High- 
wood has already been secured, and that 
‘the permission of the Lake Forest officials 
will soon be asked. 

The thoroughfares asked for the main 
line are Waukegan avenue to Orchard 
street, to St. John's avenue, to Vine ave- 
nue, to St. John’s avenue again, to High- 
land avenue, thence across the right of 
way of the Northwestern railroad, to Gien- 
coe avenue,*to Lincoln avenue, and thence 
to the Chicago and Milwaukee road, and 
along that to the city’s southern limits. 

The spur line which is asked for by the 
terms of the franchise to be presented to 
the Highland Park Council, and which is 
to act as a feeder to the main line, taps a 
thinly settled district of the city, which is 
said either to be owned or controlled by an 
Alderman of Highland Park. „

MINTYRE READY TO DEFEND IYORY. 


New York Attorney Arrives in London 
amd Talks of the Alleged Con- 
spirator’s Case. 


London, Jan. 10.—Former Assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney McIntyre of New York, who 
resigned that position to come here to con- 
duct the defense of Edward J. Ivory, charged 
with complicity with P. J. Tynan in a dyna- 
mite conspiracy, was interviewed today. 
Mr. McIntyre says he has been engaged all 
day long ever since his arrival with Ivory’s 
counsel, He asserts his conviction that 
certain officials are manufacturing evidence 
in the case to advance their own interest. 

McIntyre says he is satisfied that a few 
years ago Jones, the informer, undertook 
for a large stipend to furnish Scotland Yard 
with evidence. Falling at that timè to do 
so, he is now swearing against lvory, says 
McIntyre, in order to fulfill his promise. 

„Several of Ivory’s or Bell's American 
witnesses have preceded me by the steamer,’ 
proceeded Mr. Mcintyre, and are now 
secreted in London. They will prove that 
while he was in America Jones advocated 
such infamous measures against England 
that the lodge expelled him. 

“T find evidence here of a determination 
te convict Bell or Ivory at any cost. I 
learn that every favor is to be extended to 
mc by the English bar and I may be allowed 
to plead, and, at any rate, to cross-examine 
Jones. This is the first time tMat such a 
favor has been extended in a quarter of a 
century. I shall see Bell (Ivory) on Mon- 
day and shall also confer with his solicitors 
and counsel. The trial has been postponed 
to the 18th.

It is 
said by the men in charge at the station that 
De Leale had been found in the house which 
was raided earlier in the evening and had 
been warned against entering it again. 

The policeman had formerly traveled a 
beat on Fourth avenue, but was transferred 
to Fifth avenue owing to alleged neglect of 
duty. He also was formerly connected with 
the East Chicago Avenue Station, and was 
transferred to Harrison street during the 
recent shake-up made under the direc- 
tion of Chief Badenoch. While he traveled 
on the North Side it is said De Leale was 
used to watch other men in uniform and de- 
tect any neglect of duty or violation of police 
rules. This was in addition to his regular 
duties as a policeman.

THE REV. F. B. VROOMAN DENOUNCES 
HIS SENATORIAL CANDIDACY. 


Scores the Alderman in His Sermon 


as Fitter for the Penitentiary, if © 


What Is Said of Bim Is True—Con- 
gregation Appia ot Words of 
Censure for the Machine and All 
Whe Aid Unscrupulous Poli- 
ticians, .

In his sermon yesterday at the People’s 
Church, McVicker’s Theater, on Christ's 
Politics,“ thé Rev. Frank B. Vrooman used 
the candidacy of Martin B. Madden, though 
without mentioning Mr. Madden's name, as 
an illustration of the great distance the 
people of Illinvis are removed from his 
political ideal. The audience, catching the 
cue, burst out in applause which for a mo- 
ment or two compelled the paster to pause 
in his discourse. 

After developing his ideal, Mr. Vrooman 
said: 

We have hardly yet reached this⸗fHane. 
Machine politics and corruption have be- 
fouled our city and State, and Christian 
people must assert that there are higher 


political standards than those of a certain, 


candidate for United States Senator from 
this State, whd should be a candidate for 
the penitentiary, if all that the Chicago 
newspapers say about him is true—dnd he 
has sued none of them for libel.” — 


“Why, Madden, of Course.” 

When asked last night who this candi- 
date was Mr. Vrooman said: 

Why, Martin B. Madden, of course. 

regard his candidacy as an insult to 
the intelligence, patriotism, and virtue of 
the people of Illinois and of Chicago. 

The fact that every daily paper in Chi- 
cago, without regard to political differences, 
with one exception, and that explicable on 
financial grounds, if what is currently be- 
lieved be true, has repeatedly denounced 
this man as a poodier and à legislative 
trickster, carries weight in my mind. Even 
if there be no law on the statute books 
which he can be convicted of having broken 
he is to be looked upon as a dangerous man. 


There ought to be laws for him and his 


kind if what is said of him be true. 

Even tf it were untrue that he has made 
personal gains through his position in the 
City Council he has acted in a.manner to 
cause suspicion and distrust, and the Sena- 
torial toga should be without tarnish. 

80 far as I can recall there never has 
been a promotion of a ward politician di- 
rectly to the United States Senate, and 
David Bennett Hill and Edward Murphy 
approach nearer the Madden standard than 
any other members of the United States 
2 past or present, as far as I can re- 
call.“ 

Said in the Sermon. 

Mr. Vrooman in his sermon in the morn- 
ing togk his text from Ephesians: ** Fellow- 
citizens with the saints.““ He deseribed the 
Jreek political ideal, which reached its high- 
est. development in Aristotle’s philosophy, 
and which he declared to be more akin to 
that of Jesus than much that obtained to- 
day. Continuing he said: 

We have hardly yet reached the ideal 
state of Jesus. Machine politics and corrup- 
tion have fouled our city and our State, and 
Christian people must assert there are higher 
political standards than those of a certain 
candidate for United States Senator, who 
should be a candidate for the penitentiary if 
all that the papers say about him is true— 
and none of them have been sued for criminal 
libel. 

There are those who think the greatest 
menace to our State is the crowd of ignorant, 
degraded, hungry aliens who rm to our 
shores. But the source of our greatest dan- 
ger is those, sleek, well-groomed, educated, 
money-getting, misgrown products of the in- 
etitutions of American liberty who manipu- 
late these others for their own ignoble ends, 
who place temptation in their way, who buy 
laws of Legislatures and decisions of Judges 
and juries, behind which as a bulwark they 
cravenly hide and make war on civilization— 
then divide their ill-gotten gains with the 
churches they too often support for the right 
of asylum. These are the dangerous An- 
archists—these men who steal legally and 
these who loan their names, and business 
interests, and church connections to the shel- 
ter and recommendation of rascals.” 


POINTS OUT HIS DUTY TO TANNER. 


Jenkin Iod Jones Draws a Shaks- 
pearean Lesson for the Poli- 
ticians of Illinois. 


Jenkin Lloyd Jones preached yesterday 
morning at All-Souls’ Church on The 
Development of Character in King Henry 
V., a @hakspearean Lesson to the Politicians 
of IIunois.“ In the course of his remarks 
he said: 

Instead of being loyal to his friends, 
standing by his henchmen, redeeming the 
unrighteous pledges of his lower self, as 
js expected of those in power in the State of 
Illinois today, Henry V. rose to, that higher 
obligation and honored in the only way an 
unrighteous obligation can be honored—by 
dishonoring it and despising it.“ 

Last night Mr. Jones said to a reporter: 

“I think Gov. Tanner should say to the 
men who now come forward to claim of him 
the fulfillment ef his promises made before 
election: 

„Then I was a politician, and perhaps 
only regarded the interests of my party and 
myself. Now I am the Governor of Illinois, 
and the honor of the whole people is in my 
charge. I dare not violate what is obviously 
the wish and best interest of the great State 
of Illinois. Now I have to choose between 
two loyalties—the promise to party leaders 
and my oath to the State. Inasmuch as the 
interests of Madden and the State are not 
identical—and this I cannot doubt now if I 
ever did—I dare not be disloyal to the State.“ 

In this way, it seems to me, that the 
whole character of Henry V., as developed 
by Shakspeare, is a lesson to Gov. Tanner. 
He has a chance of showing that now, as in 
the play of Shakspeare, higher responsibili- 
ties advance the conscience and graver 
duties create manliness. 

Mr. Madden himself ought to be educated 
by this campaign. When, in the exchange 
of mutual favors, he might have thought it 
was fair bargaining to claim the Senatorship 
as a fitting quick pro quo, he now knows that 
the pegple have been heard from, that his 
measure should be not the willingness of his 
henchmen, but his ability to stand alongside 
the great men of the Nation. The State will 
never forgive him for this indecent egotism 
that fails to think of the rights of the public 
even in the light of the widesi agitation.”

The bogus policeman found Rowe's pocket- 
book, containing $450, and turnéd it over 
to Stranger No. 1. Rowe, seeing he was 
getting the worst of it, started a fight, 
during which the man with the money es-

he “officer” attempted to leave Rowe, 
but the victim caught him and began call- 
ing for help. The officer’’ succeeded in 
breaking away, and ran into a yard, closely 
followed by Rowe. Seeing his victim was 
keeping close at his heels, the fugitive 
bounded over a fence, but lost his balance 
and fell, spraining his ankle.

Robert Baumgarten's two cats and a duck 
she owned were fed the sausage, the results 
proved that the meat contained a harmful 
substance.

The woman was so seriously affected that 
for a time her life was despaired of. Dr. Van 
Huysen said she had been poisoned by some- 
thing she had eaten. 

The Papkes expressed doubt that fhe 
sausage was the cause of the trouble, and 
to prove their faith ate of it freely. They

Then the 
corner would collapse, for the supply of 
silver is illimitable. The world's yearly 
product is 175 million ounces, each ounce

Maj. McKinley wil) begin his term of of- 
fice with $50,000 of life insurance in full 
working order. In fact, the policy is al- 
ready made out and paid for, although the 
Major has thought it best to say nothing 
about the matter for the present. 

Mr. McKinley has placed a value on his 
life exactly equal to the salary he will re- 
ceive for one year’s service as Chief Execu- 
tive for Uncle Sam. To keep up this insur- 
ance for one of his age will cost about as 
much as the salary of a member of Congress, 
but under the circumstances the Major will 
probably be able to afford the cost. 

This is the first experience Mr. McKinley 
has had as a man with his life insured, at 
least for a good many years. During most 
of. his public life he has been absolutely 
without protection of this sort. After his 
nomination last summer, however, he de- 
termined to take.out a policy in some good 
company, and indiscreetly mentioned the 
fact to some of his friends. N 

Agents Camp on the Trail. 

The news spread like wildfire among 
agents for life insurance. companies. A 
prize like that was worth working for.

Under McKinley Spring Up in 
the Hawkeye State. 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 10.—[Special.]~—The 
65,000 plurality which Iowa gave McKinley 
has given the Republicans of this State a 
desire for a fair share of the plums to be 
distributed by the new administration. The 
list of candidates for government positions 
is growing with rapidity. Up to date the 
candidates who believe they have a good 
show for these plums are about as follows: 
George M. Reynolds of Des Moines, who ex- 
pects the position of Controller of the Cur- 
rency. He is backed by the Iowa Congres- 
sional delegation and numbers of the lead- 
ing Republicans of the State. Ex-Secretary 
of State McFarland would like to be Solic- 
itor of the Treasury or Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, with a decided prefer- 
ence for the former position. J. R. Sage, 
the director of the Iowa weather and crop 
service, is a candidate for Statistician of 
the Bureau of Agriculture. G. B. Pray, for 
years connected with the State Central com- 
mittee, would like to be Governor of New 
Mexico. Among those who are looking for 
Consulships Phil Hanna wants to go back 
to Venesuela, S. H. M. Byers, the soldier 
poet, would take the Consulship of Zurich 
or some other point of equal grade. Maj. 
E. H. Conger seeks to return to Brazil, 
while Al Swalm has his eye fixed on Mon- 
tevideo. Senator Ericson is a candidate 
for the Consulship of Stockholm, and T. C. 
Dawson of Council Bluffs will be recom- 
mended for Secretary of some first-class le- 
gation. It is believed that a considerable 
majority of this list are certain to secure 
the positions they are looking for. 

Northern Factions at Outs. 

When it comes to the appointment of 
Federal officers for the State there is far 
less unanimity, and as regards the northern 
district it is probable there will be a lively 
contest before the matter is settled. The

RELATIVES OF THE AGED WOMAN 
SAY SHE ‘HAS NOT LEFT CHICAGO. 


Family, However, Is Searching for 
Her to Bring Her Home, as They 
Fear Etta May Truesdell Will Not 
Give Her the Care Her Years De- 
mand—Who Halmer B. MeNetl Is— 
Mr. Holden Threatens to Get Out 
Warrants. 


It is definitely known that Mrs. EB. W. Wil- 
son, the aged sister of Charles C. P. Holden, 
who is said to have been enticed away by 
Etta May Truésdell and Halmer E. McNeil, 
is still in the city. : 

The members of the Holden family have 
not relaxed their efforts to secure the re- 
turn of Mrs. Wilson to her home at Matti- 


is in danger of violence of any kind they fear 
that Mrs. Truesdell and McNeil have not the 
means to provide for her as she has been ac- 
customed to live, and that she is likely to 
suffer from neglect. 

The statement that Mrs. Wilson was ab- 
ducted is untrue. Etta May Truesdell, who 
is charged with havihg enticed her away 
from her relatives, was reared from a babe 
by Mrs. Wilson. The latter entertains the 
strongest affection for hér foster child, 
though she never adopted her by law. Mrs. 
Wilson never had any children of her own, 
and Mrs. Truesdell has a strong influence 
over her. The Holden family do not have 
any particular objection to this, but insist 
that Mrs. Wilson is not as well cared for 


in her society as in theirs. 

The Holden family is one of the best known 
in Chicago and Mrs. Wilson has many 
friends here. She is 79 years of age and 
in no physical condition, it is said, for be- 
ing bundled about the country. It is 
charged that Mrs. Truesdell and McNeil are 
engaged in a conspiracy to detain Mrs. Wwil- 
son in order to gain possession of about 
$10,000 worth of property, the remnant of 
her husband’s estate. 

Story of the Case. 

Mrs. Wilson for many years lived at Fort 
Madison; Ia., where her brother, D. L. Hol- 
den, also resides. L. P. Holden, a banker 
of Hampton, Ia., and Dr. N. P. Holden of 
Madison, III., are also brothers. . 

Some time ago E. A. Johnson of Iowa was 
appointed conservator of Mrs. Wilson's es- 
tate. Dr. Holden purchased her a home at 
Madison and she has lived there for several 
years. She recently executed new papers 
which appointed Mr. Johnson as her guardi- 
an, and these have been filed in the Record- 
er’s office in Cook County. The family do 
not believe Mrs. Wilson mentally capable of 
handling her own affairs, and proceedings 
to inquire into her sanity were to have been 
heard here Jan. 26. It is said that Etta May 
Truesdell is violently opposed to these pro- 
ceedings, as she fears that she might fail to 
. inherit Mrs. Wilson's property. 

Halmer E. MecNeti, who is mixed up in the 
disappearance, formerly was a member of 
the Kenwood club. He has an estimable 
wife, and his son, Halmer EB. McNeil Jr., 
is assistant manager of the Clearing-House 
of the Chicago Stock Exchange.

room, and opium den. The floors above are 
frequented by women, both white and black. 
It was almost a nightly occurrence for some 
unsuspecting man to complain to the police 
he had been robbed there. 

During the World’s Fair year a number of 
vices were in full sway in the building. Cake 
walks and dances were carried on, and the 
glove contests, held every Thursday and 
Saturday night in the dance hall, were of 
the most brutal kind. High above the ring 
was a row of boxes, furnished in elaborate 
style, which contained the belles of 
what is known as the bad lands.“ ; 

Shooting affrays were of common occur- 
rence. In 1893 Officer Georgé Slinger 
threatened Rhoda Warner, a colored ama- 
zon, with arrest, whereupon she said: 

„ will put a curse on yo dat yo’ will 
neva forget. I hopes by all dat's holy dat 
yo’ will get killed befo’ de night's ovah.“ An 
heur later he was killed while attempting 
to arrest Mike Moriarty, a desperado. 

On another occasion Jack McNichols, 
while intoxicated, shot William Washington 
in the foot because he refused to dance. The 


negro died. ; 

At one of the Saturday night cake 
walks, Kid Benford shot Mary Best 
three times, but she recovered. Two years 
ago Charles Fonroy and George Cox foughta 
duel with revolvers in the saloon. Cox was 
hit twice while Fonroy received only one 
bullet. In 1894 Willis Woodson shot and 
severely wounded Jake Brooks, coiored. 

Last year Inspector Shea refused to allow 
Woodson to continue the dances and cake 
walks. The sparring exhibitions were also 
stopped, and for nearly a year quiet has 
reigned in the place. 

Last March the diamonds stolen from Mrs. 
Goodyear, No. 3003 Lake avenue, were re- 
covered by Officer McGrath. The gems 
were in the Black King's possession. 
Woodson was arrested, but was acquitted.

MIRACULOUS ACCIDENT 70 A FLYER. 


Steel Tire Slips from the Big Driving 
Wheel Without Derailing 
the Train. 


The accidents that astonish railroad men 
are those that happen without hurting any- 
body. Such a mishap occurred to the Lake 
Shore flyer, from Cleveland, coming into Chi- 
cago last Saturday morning. A steel tire 
slipped from one of the driving wheels of 
the engine with the train going at full speed 
speed. This was extraonmdinary. But that 
it should slip off the wheel—over the connect- 
ing rod—and fall clear of the track, in- 
stead of wrecking the train, was simply 
miraculous. j 

The driving wheel 
times every second, covering that same 
second eighty feet of the rail. Fracture 
the tire, with its deep inner flange, made to 
keep it on the rail, and try, with that big 
connecting rod rising and falling two feet 
every quarter of a second, and the broken 
tire rolling eighty feet every second, to 
make the tire fall off the wheel and over 
the connecting rod, so it shall drop clear of 
the wheel, the rod, the rail, and the train. 

This could not happen once in 10,000,000 
times. Yet on last Saturday morning, on the 
Lake Shore flyer coming into Chicago, it 
did.that very thing, and the passengers, in- 
stead of being smashed up in a wreck, mar- 
veled over the remarkable occurrence.

President Timblin says that while there 
is no immediate use for the moncy, it will 
be well to have ample funds on hand and 
that.any surplus that may accumulate will 
be used in creating a fund to be used in 
future troubles, - _ 8 
The unions seem confident of success and 
none of the striking members have gone 
back tw work. The firm has established 
quarters for, nearly 100 men in the building, 
but the places of the strikers have not been 
filled, although the firm has advertised for 
help in all parts of the country. Hundreds 
of letters have been received from men 
seeking employment, but few prove to be 
acceptable tor the class of work required. 

The non-union mep who are shut up in the 
Donohue & Henneberry building yesterday 
gave out a statement. They claim a lawless 
condition of affairs in the neighborhood, the 
blame for which, they say, rests entirely 
with the Typographical Union. The leaders 
of,the strike are bitterly arraigned and the 
non-union men declare they will never yield 
to intimidation, but are in the fight to the 
end. 

The statement says: 

“Some five weeks ago thirty men in the 
employ of Donohue & Henneberry, who were 
members of Typographical Union No. 16, be- 
came dissatisfied. with the foreman of the 
com posing-room, Who Was a non-union man, 
and demanded that he be discharged and one 
of their number installed in his place. This 
man had been in the employ of the firm for 
twenty months and was given the position 
solely on his capability. Upon the refusal 
of the firm to discharge this man, the union 
men walked out. Soon the word went out 
that a strike was on and non-union men, of 
whom there are in this city three to every 
union man on the rolls of Typographical 
Union No. 16, began to apply for the va- 
cancies. In less than two days the posi- 
tions were all filled. 

Three of the best men employed in this 
department have been assaulted. The union 
called a sympathetic strike of the feeders 
and pressmen. The assaults on men in this 
departmént are too numerous to mention,

Upon 
their refusal on technical grounds they were 
fined and suspended from the council. 

The meeting yesterday was one of the 
largest in the history of the union, 765 votes 
being cast. Delegates Preece, Laughlin, and 
Vorkeller were selected to represent the 
union at the convention.

DR. THOMAS OK.“ LIFE APTER DEATH.” 


Chicago University Expert in Ethnic 
Psychology Outlines the Position of 
Primitive Man ou This Subject. 


Dr. William I. Themas, assistant professor 
of ethnic psychology at the’ University cf 
Chicago, gave a lecture last night at Central 
Music Hall on the subject, Life After 
Death Among Primitive Men. This is the 
second lecture of .the series given by the 
university extension department. 

Dr. Thomas’ argument was that the ideas 
of the early tribes in regard to future lite 
could only be understood when taken in con- 
nection with the primitive ideas of the spirit 
world in general. The origin of spirit bellef 
in the savage mind, he said, came from the 
mysteries of dreams, insensibility, and the 
mutations of nature. 

Dr. Thomas maintained the savage has 
three conceptions as to the future state of 
the soul. He believes that it hovers about 
the recent home of the body, that it is re- 
incarnated, and that it wanders to a distan: 
home. Different tribes have different ideas 
in regard to the way, location, and nature 
of reaching th future abode, but they have 
many similarities in this conception of fut- 
ure life, which are not due to borrowing but 
te similarity in the operation of human 
thought in all times and places. The con- 
tinuance theory of the future world, that 
the conditions of mis warld are repeated in 
the next, was the most popular idea of primi- 
tive thought. But the “ retribution theory.“ 
which at a higher stage of culture connected 
religion with ethics, is present in a form cor- 
responding with the crude condition of 
_primitive morals. In early religion the 
moral element was scanty or lacking alto- 
gether. Prayer, sacrifice, and symbolic 
purification were present. In the higher 
religious submission to a divine will, purity 
of life and seif-abnegation are developed.

Victoria, B. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.}—Ea- 
ward Wilson of Cape Mudge. on the northern 
coast, arrived here today to invoke govern- 
ment aid for suppressing an uprising of the 
Indians. The trouble is caused by the of- 
ficials putting a stop to the potlache,” a 
disgraceful exhibition, in which the young 
braves tear the flesh from live dogs and eat 
it while yet warm. As Chief Moon ordered 
the potlache to be held in spite of the order 
he was arrested, but was retaken by his 
friends.

The former weré 
for the increase of the benefit, while the 
younger men favored the present benfit of 


,000. 

When the debate had continued for over an 
hour and then seemed no nearer an end than 
when it began Capt. Shippy raised a point 
of order and informed his brother officers 
that instead of attending a school of ora- 
tory they were in a meeting of the Police- 
men’s Benevolent Association. 

Cause of All the Trouble. 

But the cause of the main trouble was a 
recommendation that all officers appointed 
since March 1, 1893, should be eligible to 
membership on complying with the con- 
stitution. It was laid upon the table. The 
rules of the association provide that any 


policeman has the privilege af joining with- 


in two years after he is appointed. 
The recommendation was for the benefit 


of those who had not taken advantage of 


their privilege during their first two years 
of service, and its suggestion brought on 
the liveliest discussion of the day. Some of 
those present thought ‘that the privilege 
should not be again extended to those who 
had already refused membership when it 
me are to them. 

e recommendation had no sooner been 
put when the din arose, in which the rattle 
of the gavel on the Chairman’s desk could 
hardly be heard amid the thunder. of 300 
strong-lunged men. 

Order was at last restored and the Presi- 
dent entertained a motion to table the 
Upon this action ad- 
vocates of two other motions arose and 
declared that their motions had been put, 
and each said that he was entitled to the 
floor. Here was more trouble, but the Chair- 
man braved the tumult and put the question. 
The vote resulted in laying the recommenda- 
tion on the table. 

Again did the storm break. Motions fol- 
lowed counter motions thick and fast. 
Amendments piled up and were hopelessly 
tangled with motions to lay on the table 
and other expedients at the command of the 
blue-coated parliamentarians. When the 
smoke of battle cleared away the proposed 
amendment was where it had first landed— 
on the table.

Men, Women, and Selfishness. 

Chicago, Jan. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
— Will you. allow a constant reader a small 
space in THe TRIBUNE? In speaking of the 
new hat ordinance passed by the Council Mr. 
Henderson says all women are selfish,’’ 
etc. I do not deny that there are selfish 
women; neither will I admit that all women 
are selfish. In looking over the years I see 
a mother making very unselfish sacrifices 
for her children, but I see many men too 
Selfish to live down a trouble, but kill them- 
selves, leaving their wives and children to 
battle on alone. Which shows the greater 
unselfishness in those cases? Mr. H. cannot 
be an observing man, or else he travels 
through the city in a carriage. I think the 
whole streets, overhead and under foot, are 
devoted to the comfort of the men and no 
thought of the women. I have been anxious- 
ly watching to see the.ordinance stopping 
expectorating on streets and in cars en- 
forced. Did vou ever think what a woman 
has to endure every time she walks the 
streets or rides in the cars? And even in the 
stores drags her skirts through tobacco filth 
everywhere; and it has seemed to me that 
men take particular pains to spit on stairs, 
where it. is utterly impossible for a lady to 
keep her skirts out of it. Then her face and 
lungs are filled with tobacco smoke from 
pipes, cigars, and, worst of all, cigarets. 
Did you ever try to take an “Alley L” train 
at Congress street during the rush hours? 
The men certainly forget their unselfishness 
then and shove the women away from the 


piano with ease, keeping time to a quick 
march, which is played by a man riding 
upon it. 

This picturesque feat is the latest addition 
to the répertoire of G. W. Rolandow, a 
champion strong man. The piano which 
Rolandow carries about so readily weighs 
630 pounds. The musician for this remark- 
able recital is Rolandow’s trainer; his name 
is H. W. Titus, and he weighs 135 pounds, 
making a total of 765 pounds. The strong 
man is ready to wager that he can carry 
this burden the length of a New York block. 

Rolandow has been training in the severest 
manner for the last four months to perform 
this feat. To begin with, he is probably the 
strongest maninthe world. His chest meas- 
ures 40 inches, and he can expand it to 63 
inches. He is 5 feet 9% inches in height, 
and weighs 195 pounds when trained. These 
measurements and those of other details 
of his muscular development are greater in 
the average than those of Sandow and of 
gther famous strong men. 

Rolandow raises and carries about the 
heavy piano without apparently making any 
special effort. In the tests made for the 
Sunday World last week the piano was car- 
ried twice ahout the room, which was a 
large one. The instrument used was taken 
at random from the stock. It required four 
men who were experienced piano-movers 
to carry the piano to the room where the 
trial was to be made, and these men puffed 


and strained and grew red in the face, as | 


ordinary pianownovers usually do. 

Mr. Titus, who is the one who usually en- 
joys the piano rides o1. Rolandow’s shoulders, 
then took his place before the keys on a seat 
attached to the piano, and began to play a 
spirited march. .Rolahdow, clad in tights 
and decorated with several medals, took his 
‘place in front of the piano with his back 
to it. Two handles were fastened to the 
plano, one at the upper corner, the other at 
the lower opposite corner. This grip ena- 
bles the athlete to bring into play a greater 
number of muscles than if both hands 
grasped efther the top or the bottom, as ex- 


.pressmen, for instance, carry heavy trunks. 


Planting his feet firmly Rolandow grasped 
his burden and slowly raised it. 

The great muscles of his legs, arms, and 
chest swelled under the weight, but they 
Were easily equal to the task. The piano, 
the musician, and the music were raised 


-slowly upward. When the bottom of the 


piano had ‘reached a height of nearly three 
feet from the ground the weight was prop- 
erly distributed over the brawny frame of 
the strong man, and he Walked off with it. 
His step, even under this enormous pressure, 
was comparatively lights Then began the } 
peripatetic piano recital. Twice around the 
room Rolandow walked before he deposited 
his burden. Then, by way of relaxation, 
Rolandow insisted on lifting a few more 
heavy objects, just to show that he didn’t 
feel at all tired.

Now, look here; let me fix you up a roast.” 


He pulled a side of beef from the ice box an 
cut off two ribs. That's exactly the Kind 
ef roast you get, isn’t it?” 

That's it,“ said the customer. 

Now watch,” said the butcher. “ Have 
your butcher cut off about four inches of rib 
ends, leaving the lean eye of the meat and @ 
very little fat on the small end. Now,“ he 
went on, have him break the bones in this 
big piece about half way up, so,“ and he cut 
the rib bones about half way up. Now, 
you see, your roast will set flat in the pan 
and flat on the plate after it is roasted. Let 
it set bone side down. Instead of carvi 
sideways, now with the knife flat you hol 
your beef with the fork bone side down and 
cut off the side of the piece. Do you under- 
stand2 You have been used to having your 
beef on the plate the other way and slicing 
it from the top, haven't you?’ The man 
said he had. Well, that’s your mistake,“ 
continued the butcher. “ That's the mis- 
take that most people make. The butcher 
sends the roast with the ends of the bones 
broken, but not cut off, and your cook roasts 
the whole thing. The ends that I have cut 
off are utterly worthless for roasting, but 
they are the very finest bones that you can 
get for soup stock. They'll make a soup 
stock that'll make your hair grow, and you 
have been wasting them for twelve years.

The National Bank of the Republic has a 
unt committee, consisting of three 
members of the board and the President and 
cashier of the bank.

A typewritten list Is 
furnished the committee, in. which is. given 
every loan that hasbeen made during the 
receding twenty-four hours, with the col- 
ateral, the amount of the loan, and other 
particulars. At each meeting of the Board 
of Directors there is furnished a typewritten 
list containing every loan then held by the 
bank, which shows also the increase or de- 
crease in the loans made to each individual 
or corporation since the previous meéting. 
There are ten directors, all of whom are 
active, though one member of the board does 
not live in Chicago. He makes it a point, 
however, of attending nearly all the meet- 


ings. 
American Exchange. 

The American Exchange National Bank 
loans are made by the officers of the institu- 
tion, and once a week there is a meeting of 
the Executive committee, which consists of 
four directors. All loans made during the 
week are submitted to the Executive com- 
mittee for approval. The Board of Dinectors 
which consists of eleven members, meets 
once a month, and the loan register, which 
contains the list of all loans then in force, is 
submitted for the approval of the members. 
Periodical examinations of the bank are 
mad regularly by a committee of the board. 
and all collateral is examined and funds 
counted. . 

National Bank of America. 

All loans of the National Bank of America 
are made by the officers and reports are sub- 
mitted to the Executive committee of the 
board, which holds weekly meetings, and to 
the Board of Directors at its meetings, which 
are held at stated intervals. Since the or- 
ganization of the bank there has been but 
one meeting of the board at which there 
failed to be a quorum present. No loan is 
made by this bank to any officer of the in- 
stitution, nor to any enterprise in which an 
officer is interested. 

Merchants’ Loan and Trast. 

At the Merchants’ Loan and Trust loans 
are made by the officers, but the work is 
closely reviewed by a Discount committee, 
which meets at the bank every day. This 
committee is made up of three members of 
the Board of Directors, and to it all loans 
are referred. In this way the directors are 
kept fully posted as to what is going on, and 
are able to regulate the disposition of the 
bank’s loanable funds. If they think a cus- 
tomer is getting too much accommodation or 
is entitled to more than he is getting this Dis- 
count committee has the power to order the 
necessary action taken. It looks over the 
loans made and those maturing, inspects the 
securities and collateral, and in other ways 
passes upon the placing of loan funds. 

American Trust and Savings. 

At the American Trust and Savings the 
placing of all ordinary commercial! loans and 
of advanceg on collateral is attended to by 
the officers of the bank, generally by the 
President and cashier. There is a Finance 
committee, consisting of three directors, 
which meets every Tuesday and passes upon 
the action of the officers in making loans. 
This committee looks closely into the char- 
acter of the borrowers and the securities 
offered, inspects the paper coming due with- 
in the next week, and advises the officers on 
the propriety of enforcing, payment or mak- 
ing extensions. In addition to this the full 

of Directors meets once a year for 
the purpose of establishing a line of credits, 
when the various customers of the bank are 
asked to come in and tell how much accom- 
modation they are likely to want during the 
next twelve months. 
Continental National. 

The Continental National receives applica- 
tions for loans from regular customers, 
which are passed upon by the officers and 
afterwards approved by a Finance commit- 
tee, consisting of three members of thé 
Board of Directors, who hold weekly meet- 
ings for that purpose. The President of the 
bank is of the opinion it is impossible, from 
the very manner of transacting the banking 
business in this country, that the directors 


Year Begins with Practically No Fatl- 
ures and Prospects fer the Future 
Are Excelient—Speculative Trading 
Is Almost Dead — Poor Showing 
Made by Bank Clearings—Bank Re- 
serves Are Growing—Encouraging 
Outlook for Spring Trade. 


Business conditions are in many ways bet- 
ter than had been anticipated would follow 
the beginning of the year. At the time of the 
bank failures in Chicago and in other cities 
rumors were plentiful of probable commer- 
cial failures when the year got fairly started. 
It was said many business firms would find 
when accounts for the year had been cast 
up the twelve months had proven disastrous 
ones. The business community had braced 
itself for the shock of announcements of 
failures. Happily these rumors have not 
proven true. While there have been some 
few failures throughout the country Chicago 
has been particularly free from them, and 
there have been none which have been of 
sufficient {mportance to have any effect upon 
the general business community. 

The feeling is becoming more pronounced 
that the evil days in business have passed into 
history. The wisest financiersand business- 
men look for steady, if somewhat slow, re- 
vival in all lines and an improvement in 
trade that will make itself felt in every line. 
Reports are to the effect business is already 
showing an improvement since Jan. 1, and 
that this is likely to continue. Disquieting 
rumors which have been in circulation re-

The more wintry weather improved the 
demand for anthracite coal, but retailers 
are conservative about stocking up. ir- 
cular prices were shaded among many 
houses, but prices are higher at that than 
they were last year. 

Lumber dealers experienced a dull week, 
but not much business is looked for at this 
season of the year. Wholesalers are look- 
ing forward to a brisk spring trade, as build- 
ing operations.in prospect are fairly large. 

Five-Cent Range in Wheat. 


While there were two sides to the news pre- 
sented in the wheat market last week the 
action was all in one direction, as the decline 
of 5 cents from the high price last Monday 
to the low point on Friday indicates. The 
weakness has been due to the general selling 
by holders. In the vicinity of 85c the price 
became attractive even to the people who are 
bullish on the market for next spring’s out- 
come. The selling started by these people 
was seconded by the smaller holders and by 
the people who were closed out on stop orders 
on the way down. There has been no partie- 
ular change in the underlying conditions of 
the market, but the response to favorable 
announcement was feeble, while any consid- 
erations of a bearish character were given 
more than due attention. The local bear con- 
tingent has become bolder in its operations 
of lategand took occasion to hammer the 
market down throughout the week. 

The only Argentine news of the week was 
in a cable stating that damage had been fully 
confirmed and that the crop was practically 
a failure. Theannouncement could not have 
been much more radical, but it had no effect 
on prices. Reports of liberal cash wheat en- 
gagements for export here ana elsewhere 
only caused short-lived rallies, Liverpool 
stocks showed a fair increase for the month 
of December, but the statistics of the week 
were in the main favorable to the long side 
of the market.

NEW $5,000,000 INSTITUTION. 


Sponsers Are Confident and Declare 
the Capital Stock Has All Bees sub- 
scribed—Expect te Begin Business 
in a Few Months—Financiers Gen- 
erally Say They Had Heard Noth- 
ing of the Scheme—Some Are Du- 
bious, Others Censorious. 


The incorporation of the General Trust 
company, with a capital stock of $5,000,000, 
as announced in THE TRIBUNE of yesterday, 
has started something of a sensation in 
financial circles. Every one is inquiring 
eagerly for more information, but no one 
seems able to shed the least light cn the 
mammoth enterprise except the attorneys, 
through whom the articles of incorporation 
were filed, and they naturally are reticent 
about revealing the business secrets of their 
clients, 

That the enterprise is a bona fide institu- 
tion there seems to be no reason for doubting, 
except that the men who generally know in 
advance of every movement in the current of 
local financial matters are in this instance 
totally in the dark. Not one of them, as far 
as ascertained—and those interviewed repre- 
sent nearly every prominent banking insti- 
tution in the city—had heard before of any 
such movement, or knew of any one who is 
desirous of putting money into a new bank- 
ing enterprise. 


Sponsors Are Confident. 

But notwithstanding these skeptical views 
those who speak for the new trust company 
are confident of their position and even as- 
sert that the capital stock has all been sub- 
scribed. Within a few months at most, they 
‘declare, they will be ready for business, and 
then all details of the concern will be fully 
exploited. For the present they prefer to 
“lie low.’’ They have much to do to comply 
with the State and national banking laws, 
and so vast a sum of money cannot be 
brought together at a moment’s notice, for 
all it has been promised. Still, there is said 
to have been no difficulty in obtaining the 
subscriptions, and this is taken as an indica- 
tion of well-zrounded confidence on the part 
of the people holding idle money, in an era 
of dawning prosperity along conservative 
business lines. 

Those who were approached for an ex- 
pression of opinion as to the probable legiti- 
macy of the new institution were all repre- 
sentatives of existing banking or trusf com- 
panies, They declared they had not received 
a hint of the big project before they read of 
the incorporation in THE TRIBUNE. Some 
of them went so far as to characterize the 
whole affair as a fake,“ notwithstanding 
it is represented in a legal way by so reput- 
able a firm of lawyers as Goodrich, Vincent 
& Bradley, and that the handsome sum of 
$5,275 had been expended for incorporating. 


Lyman J. Gage Is Dubious. 

Lyman J. Gage, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank, said: 

„I have never heard anything about this 
project before today, and I have no idea who 
is behind it. In fact, I don’t believe any one 
is behind it. Usually when such an enter- 
prise is launched we hear of it beforehand. 
But of this we have not even received a 
hint. Another thing which makes the story 
seem exceedingly improbable to me is that 
the capital is so high; $5,000,000 is a large 
sum of money, and concerns of this kind sel- 
dom start out with so large a capital.“ 


John J. Mitchell’s Opinion. 

John J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank, said: |

Poor Comparison in Clearings. 

Clearings throughout the country continue 
to make unfavorable comparisons with those 
of a year ago. In all the cities of the country 
there is shown a decrease of 7.6 per cent in 
the clearings for the week as compared with 
the corresponding week in 1895. Outside of 
New York the decrease is 9.6 per cent. The 
poor showing made is not confined to the 
United States, however, for in six of the 
principal cities of Canada decreases are 
shown without exception, and for the week 
there is.a decrease in the total clearings of 
five or these cities of 15.1 percent. Clear- 
ings in Chicago for the week were $82,530,064 
as compared with $95,839,881 for the corre- 
sponding days of last year. In Chicago a 
good part of the decrease is attributed to 
the lack of speculative business, While 
trading in grain and provisions has been 
fairly active, there was nothing doing in 
stocks.

“ Spiritual Irradiation was the topic dis- 
cussed by the Rev. J. Q. A. Henry before his 
congregation at the La Salle Avenue Baptist 
Church yesterday morning.

The counterpart of this thermal radiation is 
found in the spiritual world from whose 
center the infinite God irradiates his charac- 
ter. The moral universe is irradiated by the 
divine presence and upheld by the divine 
power. The efflux of his being profoundly 
affects all moral intelligences. If we do 
not see God we certainly feei the divine in- 
fluence. 

“This perpetual irradiation of personal 
power compels faith, reverence, and wor- 
ship. The Spiritual world is swept by an 
invigorating wave of life, light, and love 
that begins and ends with God. This virtue, 
giory, and might expresses itself most pro- 
foundly in Christ, who is the light of the 
world, the express image of the father's pér- 
son, in whom are hidden all the treasures of 
wisdom and knowledge.’’ 


Hodern [ania for Suicide. 

“The Suicide Mania” was the subject 
treated by the Rev. T. B. Gregory yesterday 
at the Church of the Redeemer.
